The application has been amended as follows: 

13. (Currently Amended) A method of fabricating a semiconductor device 
including a pattern, comprising the steps of: 

employing linearly polarized light to transfer on a resist film formed on a wafer a 
mask pattern formed on a mask, the transfer performed by a projection exposure 
method in which a projection opt i ca l syst e m lens is disposed between said mask and 
said resist film; 

patterning said resist film; and 

employing said resist film patterned to form said pattern, wherein 

to form said pattern said mask pattern has an opening larger in width in a first 
direction parallel to said linearly polarized light's direction of polarization than a second 
direction orthogonal to said first direction, and 

said pattern is substantially the same width in said first and said second 
directions. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a method of fabricating a semiconductor device 
comprising the steps of employing linearly polarized light, where the transfer performed 
by a projection exposure method in which a projection lens is disposed between the 
mask and resist, and wherein the mask pattern has an opening larger in width in a first 
direction parallel to the linearly polarized light's direction of polarization than a second 
direction orthogonal to the first direction, and the said pattern is substantially the same 
width in the first and second directions.
